The National Radio Club also reports that members in northern New Jersey are hearing an 
apparent pirate on 1700 kHz on weekend nights; the station is under heavy interference from 
licensed broadcasters on the frequency. The programming of this one seems to be mainly

340 DSP multi-kilobuck receiver, hooked up to a 500 foot piece of yellow wire strung out into the 
woods. As advertised, I spent some time chasing a variety of clandestine! that can be heard from North 
America. As a result, we start out with a batch of loggings. 1 heard all of these stations at French 
Creek,

Radio Free Afghanistan- 17725 *0300 2/5/02. This one is clearly on the air now. I noted time pips 
into a program that clearly was discussing Afghanistan. But, I could not make out an ID, and neither 
could Rich D'Angelo. The signal was fairly weak, but I had clear copy nevertheless. Clandestine Radio 
Com says that you can write them via RFE/RL at 1201 Connecticut Avenue NW, Washington, DC

Voice of Islamic Revolution in Iraq- 7100//9790//1 1660 0330 2/5/02. This one is run by the Shii 
Supreme Council of the Islamic Revolution if Iraq, headed by Muhammed Baqir al-Hakim. They are 
pro-Shiite and they focus on southern Iraq. I heard a discussion program by a male announcer with 
multiple mentions of Saddam Hussein. 9790 kHz was barely audible, but the other two frequencies had 
good signals except for intermittent 40 meter ham QRM on 7100. This one also has a contact address 
at 27A Old Gloucester Street, London WC1N 3XX, UK. 

Voice of Freedom (Sudan)- 6965 0400 2/5/02. This clandestine is the voice of the Sudan Alliance 
Forces. It's probably one that many of us have noticed before, given its operations in the pirate band, 
On this day they had a mix of music and upbeat talks by a male announcer.. I heard bad RTTY QRM 
above the center frequency, but the program was clear in LSB ECSS mode. The alleged address for 
this one is the Sudan Alliance Forces, Culture and Information Office, Post Office Box 9257, Neguse 
Street Number 6/8, Asmara, Eritrea. 

Radio Free Afghanistan- 15525 1300 2/5/02. Here are your tax dollars newly at work again, as 
above. The program consisted of talk by male and female announcers with music bridges between the 
talk segments. Our government was putting out a pretty good signal. There was a carrier on 1 1 920 kHz 
at this same time, but it had no audio, 

Denge Mesopotamia- 1 1530 1330 2/5/02. The Kurdistan Workers Party operates this one, with an 
English language translation as the Voice of Mesopotamia. The show was Greek-sounding music with 
several clear ID'S. One of the ID's was by a female repeated eight times consecutively. There was a 
good signal on 1 1530, but 9950 kHz completely inaudible. As we mentioned in the column last month,

This was a very interesting log, as the two different transmitters on closely 
spaced frequencies were carrying the same program, but the feed was not in parallel. You could hear 
what you missed a minute ago on 9945 by tuning down to 9925 for an instant replay. That's odd 
enough that you might want to check it out. 

La Vox Rctlitencia (Colombia)- I haven't seen any lign of the Colombian clandestine lately, 
including a dearth of logs in the DX press. Even so, I made numerous checks in the morning of each 
day of the DXpedition, plus bandscans of plenty of frequencies just above 49 meters. I was cheeking to 
see if they were there, but all this work revealed no sign of this one. The reason why it isn't being 
reported appears to be that it is inactive, at least on 49 meters. It's no wonder that the Columbian 
Rebels aren't doing better than they are; with all of those cocaine profit* you would think that they 

VENEZUELA (not clandestine) Radio Rumbos- 4970 1140-1 158+ 2/5/02 and 2315 2/5/02. 1 know 
that this one isn't a clandestine, but I was quite surprised to hear the station, which I have not heard for 
years. I didn't believe that it was Rumbos until a very clear ID at 1 158. In the morning they mainly had 
a talk program by an male announcer. I picked up a decent signal in the morning, but I had 
considerably weaker reception in the afternoon. I wonder if this apparent reactivation had something lo 
do with the current turmoil in Venezuela? 



NEW E-PROM FOR TEN TEC 340 

The Ten Tec 340 has been around for well over a year now, and it has been widely reviewed. There 
were several upgrades in the latest e-prom version 1.1 OA, notably an extension of the notch range to 
+/- 6000 Hz, an implementation of a modestly performing noise blanker, and the addition of a 9 kHz 
tuning step for European MW. Since I began using the new version, it appeared right away to me that 
there had been aome improvement to the lock function of the synchronous detector, although this had 
not been advertised. If true, this would be a major improvement, since the lock of the synch in my 
original e-prom version was clearly sub-par. It locked fine on strong signals, but it inevitably bounced 
in and out of lock every few seconds on anything below about S2 or even S3 on the S meter, This sort 
of performance was worse than just about every other synch detector on the market, even on cheap 
portables. Thus, it was a huge wart in an otherwise fine receiver. 

I went to French Creek with the intention of trying out the synch lock on a variety of weak signals, 1 
can now report that the lock improvement has been in the range of 80% or 90%. This is a gigantic 
improvement. The synch will actually stay locked on considerably weaker signals than before. But, on 
something truly weak, the lock is still not there, It drifts in and out of lock just like before, This is not 
the fault of the signals; the purpose of the synch detector is to keep AM signals with a constant carrier 
even when they are weak or fluttery, I used a Sherwood SE-3 A-B with the Ten Tec Synch for control 
purposes. All signals, even very weak ones, stay locked on the SE-3 100% of the time normally. This 
is not the case oh the Ten Tec 340 when a very weak signal is tuned. It still pops annoyingly in and out 
of synch, although it does this with no whine. It just goes between regular AM and synch AM. 

So, I can report that you can now use the synch on the improved Ten Tec 340 with the latest e-prom 
version. The older versions had a completely deficient synch. But, even the improved version is not as 
good as a Sony 2010, a Grundig 800, etc. Ten Tec should be applauded for the improvement, but they 
should be embarrassed to sell a synch like this for 40 pictures of General Grant. I hope they keep at it, 
going once again back to the drawing board. 

The WJ HF-1000 does not have this problem, but the synch detector on the Watkins Johnson is not 
selectable like it is on the Ten Tec. So, the kilobuck DSP receivers still need some development work 
in synchronous detectors. Until that work is done, the Sherwood SE-3 is still an essential peripheral to 
the DSP big rigs. The SE-3 works easily from the 455 kHz IF OUT terminal on the back of either the 
340ortheHF-l000/87U. 

For those who recall memorable French Creek traditions from past years, I have to report that this year 
I did not take down Ed Mauger's antenna by mistake at the end of the DXpediton. Some people have

Western hotel for room reservations, so avoid disappointment and pick up your phone at once.

Since "our" Congress passed legislation regarding LPFM, seems like "we the people" have been 
left out in the cold. The LPFM legislation was "enhanced" by large communications Interests, 
which lobbied Congress toward this "special Interest", therefor passing legislation that only 
appeared to appease the people, when in fact, we got "It" with no Vaseline!

Recently listeners have been hearing the "whales" station, or XM on 2662 USB. This station 
has also been referred to as the "backwards music station," which is kind of a misnomer, since it 
docsn'l really sound like music forwards or backwards. "Whales" are a far more accurate description. 

These signals normally show up on or near US Navy or Coast Guard frequencies, which seems 
to indicate that the signal is generated from a fault in their radio equipment. One possible explanation 
is that audio from a receiver is leaking into a transmitter when not in use. This will produce the 
"whale" sound if the receiver and transmitter are very close in frequency. If they are off a few hertz, a 
faster warbling sound will be heard. Try keying up a SSB transmitter with a receiver tuned to the same 
frequency. You'll get the same results. As the transmitter and receiver are tuned close to the same 
exact frequency, the warbling slows down and eventually becomes a "whale" sound. Theoretically it 
should be possible to get a solid tone, but in practice it's difficult to get a transmitter & receiver tuned 
well enough. Whenever someone keys up the microphone, the signal goes away until the transmitter 
shuts off, then starts wailing again. At any rate, it seems to be a good, inadvertent way of keeping the 
frequency clear between use. 

One station I mentioned a couple years back is the as yet unidentified US military SIGINT 
digiul/CW training station heard on 10225 and 16303. This station transmits simulated radio traffic in 
various digital modes and CW for copy by future SIGINT operators. The transmitter site is still a 
mystery, but the receiver site is probably located that the US Army Intelligence School at Ft. 
Huachuca, Arizona. 

I've recently logged this station as active on 10225, but 16303 is still quiet. I'm not sure if it's a 
lack of good propagation or if they stopped using that frequency. The station has been very weak on 
1 0225 lately here in Kansas, and I've managed to only get partial copy in some of tho digital modes. 

This station used to transmit for about two or three hours twice daily, sending simulated traffic 
which normally consists of letter and number code group messages. Just about any message format 
you could think of was sent, including occasional plaintext. Now, it seems to like to come on the air 
and transmit for a few minutes, then go silent for an hour or so. 

If any of you readers out there who can copy different digital modes such as RTTY, FEC, and 
ASCII can hear this station, I'd appreciate it if you could let me know. This is a fun station to copy, 
and will give you lots of practice trying to find the different digital modes and speeds that it sends. 
Frequencies used are 10225 and 16303, but I've also logged it on 1 1 122.7 and 16172 in the past. 

The E 1 0 Mossad stations can usually be heard here during evening/night hours, but the only 
thing I ever hear them doing is repeating the ID with a "2." We all know that the "2" means "no 
message." Is it just me, or have these stations been without traffic for a while? About a month ago, 
some of the El 0 stations were heard passing message strings (e.g. KM repeating KPA2Z3B) which 
may or may not have some special meaning. The last message I heard was from EZI on 6840 on the 
12th of January. 

By the time you read this, the 2002 SWL Winterfest in Kulpsville, PA will probably be in full 
swing. I hope to see many of you there.
